INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
TUESDAY JULY 8, 1997 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: New fire activity has moderated in southern California
and Alaska. The Southwest Area experienced one new large fire. Resource
mobilization through NICC has decreased. Numerous units in southern
California, Arizona, New Mexico, Nevada, Utah and Colorado continue to
record very high and extreme fire indices.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA LARGE FIRES:

HEMLOCK, San Bernardino NF. A Type Il Incident Management Team
(Motschall) is assigned. This fire is located north of Highland, CA.
Burnout operations north of Highland were successful. Overall fire
activity has decreased considerably. Demobilization is scheduled to begin
today.

ALASKA LARGE FIRES:

INOWAK, Southwest Area Forestry, Alaska State. A Type Il Incident

Management Team (Kechter) is assigned. This fire in southwest Alaska is
threatening the villages of Sleetmute, Red Devil and Stony River. The
team is stationed in Red Devil to oversee site protection operations.
Over 50,000 acres burned between 7/5 and 7/6.

GOLD CREEK, Fairbanks Area Forestry, Alaska State. A Type 1l Incident
Management Team (Wehking) is assigned. This fire is just north of
Fairbanks near the Fort Knox Gold Mine. The fire is 60% active, spotting
and crowning in spruce. Variable winds, cloud cover and light
precipitation hindered burnout operations.

BUTTE CREEK, Fairbanks Area Forestry. The fire was very active yesterday
due to gusty southeast winds. Six structures have been protected and six
additional cabins have been evacuated. Two additional structures are to
be evacuated.

CAMP LAKE, Tok Area Forestry, Alaska State. This fire is between Tok and
Northway. Crews made good progress on the south and west flanks.
Considerable work remains on the east flank.

OUTLOOK:

California will be warm and dry with isolated afternoon thunderstorms in
the central and southern Sierras. Locally breezy conditions persist.
Temperatures will range from the 60"s along the coast to 110 in the
valleys and deserts.

An upper level trough and associated cold front will push into the
interior of Alaska today. Cloudy skies and showers are forecast for the
western and northern portions of the state. Increasing clouds and
scattered thunderstorms are possible in eastern Alaska. Coastal
temperatures will be in the 50%s, with interior highs reaching the 60"s
and 70°s.

Sunny skies and breezy conditions with hot temperatures will dominate
Arizona. lIsolated dry thunderstorms are possible in the central and
southeast mountains. Desert temperatures will reach 115, while mountain
highs reach the upper 70°s.

New Mexico and Colorado will have partly cloudy skies with scattered
afternoon thunderstorms. Temperatures will range from the 60"s and 70"s
in the mountains to the 80"s and 100"s in the lower elevations.

Nevada will be mostly sunny and warm with isolated dry thunderstorms.
Northern temperatures will be in the 80"s and 90"s, with southern highs
climbing to 110.
